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The  surname  ’’Inman"  and  its  older  form,  "In(n)mcn",  are  of  English  ori¬ 
gin  and  mean  simply  tha  keeper  of  a  lodginghouse  or  inn.  Such  an  appellation 
would  seem  to  imply  a  person  of  sedentary  disposition.  This  was  hardly  the 
personality  displayed  by  our  ancestor  Daniel  and  his  children,  however.  These 
pioneers  were  in  the  van  of  the  migration  from  Connecticut  to  western  New 
York,  thence  to  Illinois,  and  finally  to  eastern  Iowa.  Two  of  Daniel's  grand¬ 
children  continued  this  tradition  by  pushing  on  to  western  Iowa.  The  Inmans 
arrived  at  all  these  locations  within  about  a  year  of  the  very  first  settlers, 
and  in  eastern  and  western  Iowa  they  could  claim  to  have  been  the  second 
legitimate  settlers  in  their  township  and  county,  respectively. 


Although  we  can  take  pride  in  the  adventuresome  spirit  of  our  forebears 
(despite  the  likelihood  that  some  of  our  acquaintances  whose  ancestors  hugged 
the  eastern  seaboard  would  term  them  gypsies  or  chronic  malcontents),  this 
continued  movement  ahead  of  the  establishment  of  efficient  procedures  for 
preserving  records  of  vital  statistics  and  civil  transactions  has  seriously 
hampered  efforts  to  trace  both  lines  of  descent  and  ascent  from  Daniel  Inman. 

It  is  conceivable  that  Edward  Inman  who  reached  Rhode  Island  by  the  mid-  17th 
century,  and  who  was  apparently  the  first  Inman  in  America,  was  an  ancestor 
of  Daniel.  We  have  as  yet,  however,  been  unable  to  establish  any  such  rela¬ 
tionship. 

This  booklet  is  the  product  of  five  years  of  research,  and  contains  data 
on  2S1  known  descendants  and  12  other  possible  blood  relatives  of  Daniel  Inman. 
Over  250  people  associated  with  our  Inman  Family  by  marriage  are  also  mention-’ 
cd,  An  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  the  vital  records  in  this  genealogy  up 
to  date,  however  some  family  groups  have  not  reported  any  changes  since  1957, 
Considerations  of  both  time  and  space  necessitated  the  restriction  of  detailed 
biographical  data  to  members  of  the  first  four  generations. 

The  great  majority  of  those  who  were  solicited  for  information  during  the 
compilation  of  data  for  this  booklet  responded  graciously  and  wholeheartedly, 
and  to  them  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation.  Three  people  merit  special 
acknowledgement  for  their  assistance:  Mabel  (Templeton)  Inman,  my  mother,  whose 
efforts  enabled  the  first  contact  to  be  made  with  descendants  of  Willard 
Inman,  and  who  also  contributed  materially  to  the  research  on  the  activities 
of  our  Inman  Family  prior  to  its  establishment  in  Iowa;  Bernice  C.  Inman,  my 
first  cousin,  twice  removed,  who  provided  a  wealth  of  general  background  data 
and  tradition  on  Loren  Inman  and  his  children;  and  Katherine  (Inman)  Frickie, 
my  third  cousin,  once  removed,  whose  investigations  over  the  past  three  years 
have  furnished  a  significant  portion  of  our  knowledge  concerning  Willard 
Inman’s  children  and  grandchildren. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  who  peruse  this  modest  work  will  derive  enjoyment 
in  becoming  better  acquainted  with  their  cousins  and  ancestors.  Possibly  a 
few  readers  may  even  be  enticed  to  join  in  the  continuing  assault  against  the 
wall  of  mystery  which  surrounds  the  origins  of  our  Inman  forebears  in  America.

I.  THE  ANCESTRY  OF  DANIEL  INMAN 


Daniel  liman,  patriarch  ox'  our  branch  of  the  Inman  Family,  n«  ten  in 
the  peried  1770-1780'.  While  no  evidence  concerning  Ills  place  of  birth  has  aa 
v«t  been  uncovered,  it  is  known  that  he  was  in  Connecticut  at  least  as  early 
as  1801^  and  that  it  was  from  this  state  that  he  moved  xo  Ontario,  Lew  ::r.-r 

in  1807 . 


A  search  among  the  early  residents  of  Ontario,  N.Y.  for  other  inmane 
who  might  have  been  related  to  Daniel  has  yielded  the  following  names s 

John  Inman.  Purchased  three  parcels  of  land  in  Ontario,  recorded  in^ 
1808,  1809,  and  1810;  John  appears  in  the  1810  Census  of 
Ontario,  where  his  age  is  given  as  25-45,  _  At  that  time 
his  household  consisted  of  his  wife  and  five  males  under 
16  years  of  age.  John  Inman  and  his  wife,  Elisabeth/  moved 
to  the  town  of  Perfield  (adjacent  to  and  west  of. the  town 
of  Ontario)  no  later  than  1814^  and  were  still  ^living  there, 
where  John  was  engaged  in  agriculture,  in  1820f  The  18x0. 
Census  of  Penfield  gives  John’s  age  as  "45  up",  so  that  it 
appears  he  was  bora  dn  the  period  1765*- 1775.  Hence,  ho 
could  not  have  been  Daniel’s  father,  but  might  well  have 
been  his  brother.  In  addition  to  himself  and  his  wife, 

John  Inman’s  household  in  1820  consisted  of  six  males  lip

Joseph  Inman  and  James  Leavens  purchased  land_ in  Ontario 
in  2816^  Joseph  died  in  Ontario  in  November,  1819  while 
engaged  in  f oiling  a  tree".  No  record  of  his  estate  is  on 
file  at  the  Ontario  County  Surrogate’s  Office* 

Lydia  Inman.  Born  about  1778 1  Married  in  1805,  Janes  Leavens*  vho 

~  ■—  ^ora  in  Killingly,  Ccnn,  in  1775,  Lydia  lived  at  Poof  ret, 

Conn,  until  about  1810,  when  she  moved  to  Ont eric \  Sue 
died  23  May  1826 8or  1828 

Land  records  indicate  that  Lot  89  in  Township  14  (later  Ontario),  which 
was  purchased  by  Joseph  Inman  and  James  Leavens  in  1816,  was  sold  by  D^-nicx 
and  Sally  Inman  to  James  Leavens  about  1826.  This  suggests  that  Daniel  may 
have  been  Joseph’s  sen  and  inherited  a  peart  title  to  this  parcel  of  land  upon 
Joseph's  death  in  1819.  The  fact  that  Daniel  named  one  of  his  sons  Joseph 
would  go  along  with  such  a  hypothesis. 

It  might  be  further  theorized  that,  since  Janes  Leavens’  wife  was  Lydaa 
Inman,  and  since  James  Leavens  and  Joseph  Inman  purchased  land  jointly  in^  ^ 
ISIS,  Joseph  was  the  father  of  Lydia  Inman,  If  such  were  tre  case,  rtywouxd 
be  natural* to  search  the  Ponfret,  Conn,  area  for  earlier  records  of  this 
Inman  Family, 
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The  only  head  of  a  household  list  ed  in  the  1800  and  1810  census  sched¬ 
ules  of  Pomfret  who  bore  the  sur uiane  of  Inman  is  a  Joseph  Inman.  His  house¬ 
hold  is  listed  as  follows 5

Now,  if  John,  Daniel,  and  Lydia  were  children  cf  this  Joseph,  we  can 
account  for  the  1800  Census  completely.  Since  John  and  Daniel  were  in  Ontar¬ 
io  before  1810,  they  should  hot  show  up  in  the  census  of  that  year  for 
Pomfret.  The  male,  aged  26  te  45,  found  in  Joseph's  household  in  1810  might 
have  been  Lydia's  husoand,  James  Leavens.  This  supposition  is  supported  by 
the  fact  that  Lydia  had  three  children  while  living  in  Pomfret  r3  Harriet,  b. 
1806;  Loana,  b.  1807;  and  Lucy,  b*  1809.  Thus,  the  three  females  aged  0  to 
10  who  appear  in  the  1810  Census  could  be  explained  if  we  assume  Lydia  and 
her  husband  were  living  with  Joseph. 


No  Inmans  appear  in  the  1820  Census  cf  Pomfret,  a  fact  consistent  with 
the  purchase  of  land  in  Ontario  by  Joseph  Inman  and  James  Leavens  in  1816, 
The  last  known  record  of  Joseph  in  Connecticut  mentions  the  sale  of  land  in 
Thompson  ( Killingly) ,  Conn,  by  Joseph  Inman  of  Pomfret  to  Edward  Inman 
Barrett  m  1814 /^Conceivably,  Joseph  sold  this  land  in  preparation  for 
moving  to  New  York  State. 

No  mention  of  Joseph,  Daniel  or  Lydia,  or  of  Daniel's  children  can  be 
found  in  the  vital  records  of  Pomfret,  or,  indeed,  in  the  vital  records  of 
any  Connecticut  township!,'  Thus,  while  it  appears  likely  that  Joseph  Inman 
of  Pomfret  and  of  Ontario  are  identical,  and  that  this  Joseph  was  the  father 
of  Daniel,  no  definite  proof  is  available  at  this  time. 

In  connection  with  Joseph  of  Pomfret,  it  should  be  noted  that  a  Joseph 
Inman  married  a  Lucy  Sprague,  17  Aug.  1775,  in  Dudley,  Mass,  (about  16  miles 
north  of  Pomfret)’^  The  birth  dates  of  Lydia  (Inman)  Leavens  and  Daniel 
Inman  are  consistent  with  the  supposition  that  this  Joseph  of  Dudley  and 
Joseph  of  Pomfret  were  the  fame  person,  and  that  Lydia  and  Daniel  were 
children  of  Joseph.  Lydia  Leavens  had  a  daughter  named  Lucy,  conceivably 
named  for  Lydia's  mother.  The  17S0  Census  of  Smithfield,  R.I.  (22  miles 
east  of  Pomfret)  lists  a  Joseph  Inman  whose  household  included,  in  addition 
to  himself,  four  males  under  16  and  two  females.  Possibly  this  was  the 
Joseph  of  Dudley  and  Pomfret.  No  mention  of  the  birth  of  Daniel  or  Lydia 
Inman  can  be  found  in  the  Smithfield  vital  records. 
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II.  THE  CHILDREN  OF  DANIEL  INMAN 


Since  the  early  vital  records  of  Ontario,  N.Y.  have  been  destroyed  by 
fire,  church  records  of  the  required  period  are  unavailable,  and  early 
private  records  of  the  Inman  Family  have  been  lost,  ascertaining  the  name? 
of  Daniel  Inman’s  children  has  been  a  difficult  task.  Census  records*  indi¬ 
cate  that  Daniel  had  about  five  sons  and  four  daughters.  Evidence  that 
these  children  included  Willard,  Joseph,  Loren,  Alcy,  and  possibly  David 
is  cited  below. 

Joseph  Inman :  It  is  known  from  published  records2thai  Daniel  had  a  ' 
son  named  Joseph  who  went  west  with  Daniel.  Daniel  emigrated  to  Illinois, 
and  Joseph  administrated  his  estate^ upon  Daniel’s  death  there  in  Kane  Ccc 
in  1848.  Census  records  show  that  this  Joseph  of  Kans  Co*,  Ill*  in  1850 
was  the  same  Josej.k  found  residing  in  Marble  Reck,  Floyd  Cc«,  Icwa  in  I860 
and  1870. 

Willard  Inman:  A  Willard' Inman,  aged  20-30,  and  his  family  are  listed 
in  the  1830  Census  of  Ontario,  N.Y..  Willard  is  not  listed  as  head  of  a 
household  in  earlier  censes,  but  his  age  corresponds  to  that  of  a  male 
member  of  Daniel’s  household  in  1820  who  is  not  listed  in  Daniel’s  household 

in  1830. 

No  Inmans  are  listed  in  the  1840  Census  of  Ontario,  and  only  Daniel, 
Willard,  end  a  David  Inman  had  households  there  in  1830.  Daniel  vra s  the 
only  Inman  with  a  household  in  Ontario  in  1820,  and  only  Daniel  and  John 
Inman  were  heads  of  households  there  in  1810.  Since  John  moved  to  Pe-nfield, 
N.Y.  with  his  family  no  later  than  1820®  and  since  David  was  only  20-30 
years  old  in  1830,  it  appears  that  Daniel  was  the  only  resident  of  Ontario 
who  could  have  been  Willard’s  father. 

Willard  was  born  in  Connecticut  in  18 011  This  birth  date  again  coin¬ 
cides  with  the  age  of  a  male  member  of  Daniel’s  household  in  1810  and  1820, 
Furthermore,  since  Daniel  moved  from  Connecticut  to  New  York  in  1807, 
Willard's  birthplace  is  also  consistent  with  the  assumption  that  Willard 
was  Daniel’s  son. 

Willard's  first  son  was  named  Daniel,7’8 probably  for  Willard’s  father. 

Since  Willard’s  son,  Daniel,  was  born  in  Wayne  Co.,  N.Y.  in  1835,'  while 
Willard’s  son,  Chester,  was  born  in  Cock  Co*,9  Ill*8>9in  1837,  Willard  must 
have  migrated  from  New  York  to  Illinois  in  the  period  1835-1837.  He  was  in 
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Kane  Co.,  Ill.  by  1839.' °  Loren  Inman  was  still  residing  in  Ontario  at  the 
time  of  his  marriage  in  1835,"  but  arrived  in  Sugar  Grove,  Kane  Co*,  Ill. 
in  1836 ,12  Joseph,  who  went  west  with  his  father,  Daniel,  was  in  Kane  Co.  by 
,  1840,^  however  Daniel  was  still  in  Ontario  in  1835  since  he  sold  land  there 
in  that  year .,‘t  Hence  Daniel,  Joseph,  Willard,  and  Loren  Inman  all  moved  from 
Ontario,  M.Y.  to  Kane  Co.,  Ill.  in  the  period  1835-1840,  suggesting  that 
they  were  all  related. 

A  tradition  that  the  Inman  Family  is  related  to  a  Frost  family  is  found 
among  descendants  of  Willard  Inman.  This  same  tradition  is  also  prevalent 
among  descendants  of  Loren  Inman,  indicating  that  Willard  and  Loren  were 
related..  Further  evidence  of  this  relationship  between  Willard  and  Loren 
is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  circuit  court  in  its  first  term  at  O’Brien 
Co.,  Iowa  in  1869  took  up  and  disposed  of  an  entry  of  default  in  the  suit 
of  Loren  Inman  vs.  Chester  W.  Inman.' *  Chester  was  a  son  of  Willard.  It  should 
be  noted  that  Loren  resided  in  Icwa  only  in  Floyd  Co,,  while  Chester  appar¬ 
ently  lived  only  in  O’Brien  and  Butler  Cos..  Hence,  unless  they  wore  related, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  Loren  and  Chester  would  have  become  involved  in 
this  suit. 

Loren  Inman:  Loren  was  a  resident  of  Ontario,  N.Y,  at  the  time  of  his 
marriage  in  1835.  No  Inman  families  are  listed  in  the  1840  Census  for  Ontar¬ 
io.  Hie  1830  Census  mentions  only  Daniel’s  household  and  those  of  Willard 
and  David,  The  latter  two  men  were  far  too  young  to  have  been  the  father  cf 
Loren  and  no  one  of  Loren's  age  is  listed  in  their  households.  Presumably 
Willard  and  David  were  sons  cf  Daniel.  Only  Daniel  Inman's  household  is  listed 
in  the  1820  Consus  of  Ontario,  a  John  Inman  who  lived  in  Ontario  in  1810 
having  moved  with  his  family  to  penficld,  N.Y*  before-  182Qtv‘rFrcm  these  facts 
it  appears  that  the  only  household  in  Ontario  to  which  Loren  could  have 
belonged  was  that  of  Daniel; 

Substantiating  the  hypothesis  that  Loren  was  a  member  of  Daniel’s  house¬ 
hold  (and  hence,  presumably,  a  son  of  Daniel)  is  the  fact  that  the  Ontario 
Census  records  of  1820  and  1830  list  male  members  of  Daniel’s  household 
corresponding  to  someone  of  Loren's  age  (Loren  was  born  in  1810  or  1811“). 
Furthermore,  Loren  was  born  in  New  York  Statep'6which  agrees  with  the  fact 
that  Daniel  moved  to  New  York  in  1807. 

The  migration  of  Loren  to  Kane  Co.,  Ill.  at  about  the  same  time  that 
Joseph  moved  there  (see  discussion  above  under  Willard  Inman) ,  plus  the 
fact  that  Joseph  and  Loren  both  migrated  from  Sugar  Grove,  Kane  Co.,  Ill. 
to  Marble  Rock,  Floyd  Co,,  Iowa  in  the  same  period  (Joseph  1850-60f  Loren 
in  1853  or  X858ld)  strongly  suggests  that  these  two  men  were  brothers.  In 
the  1860  Census  of  Union  Twp.  (P.0.  Marble  Rock),  the  households  of  Loren 
and  Joseph  were  enumerated  successively,  indicating  that  they  lived  adjacent 
to  each  other, 

Loren’s  second  son  was  named  Joseph,  probably  for  Loren’s  brother  or 
possibly  for  his  grandfather. 

As  was  mentioned  in  the  discussion  under  Willard  Inman,  there  is  a 
strong  tradition  among  descendants  of  Loren  Inman  that  the  Inman  Family  is 
related  to  a  Frost  family.  Such  a  tradition  is  also  found  among  descendants 
of  Willard  Inman,  further  demonstrating  that  Willard  and  Daniel  were  related, 

A  civil  action  involving  both  Loren  and  Willard’s  son,  Chester,  is  also 
mentioned  in  the  discussion  under  Willard  Inman, 
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Alcy  Imran :  Alcy  Inman  was  born  in  Connecticut  in  1806  or  1807,  caking 
her  op  an  age  which  corresponds  to  that  of  a  female  meiaber  of  Daniel  Inman's 
household  in  Ontario.  Aley  was  certainly  in  Ontario  in  January  1S31,  since 
her  son,  Joseph  I.  R.  Frost,  was  born  there  then."20 

The  name  of  Robert  Frost  has  been  mentioned  specifically  by  several 
descendants  of  Loren  Inman  as  being  related  to  these  descendants.  Alcy 
married  a  Robert  Frost^/?,;7/  Daniel  Inman  sold  land  in  Ontario  to  Robert 
Frost  about  1835.^  Robert  and  his  wife,  Alcy,  had  moved  to  Sugar  Grove,  Ill. 
by  1843/£>and  then  to  Marble  Rock,  Iowa  in  1854 .,8  Hence  the  migration  path 
and  time  of  this  couple  parallels  that  of  other  members  of  Daniel  Inman’ s 
family.  In  Marble  Rock,  Robert  and  Alcy  were  among  the  first  members  of 
Loren  Inman's  church.'9  Furthermore,  Robert  Frost  and  Harvey  Carpenter  Inman, 
a  son  of  Loren  Inman,  were  partners  in  ownership  of  the  Aureola  Mill  near 
Marble  Rock.'® 

Alcy’s  first  child  was  named  Joseph,  possibly  after  Alcy*  s  brother  or 
grandfather.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  there  is  an  oral  tradition* among 
descendants  of  Willard  that  Willard  had  a  daughter, "Elsie".  (Presumably, 
this  daughter  died  young  since  she  is  not  listed  among  the  members  of 
Willard's  household  in  the  1860  Census®)  "Elsie"  and  "Alcy"  could  be  easily 
confused,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  death  certificate  of  Alcy  (Inman) 
Frost's  daughter ,ej  gives  the  spelling  "Elsie"  for  Alcy  Inman,  although 
census'rand  probat  e2,records  give  "Alcy",  It  is  therefore  possible  that 
Willard  named  a  daughter  after  his  sister. 

No  Frost  households  are  listed  in  the  1830  Census  of  Ontario,  so  it  is 
possible  -that  Robert  and  Alcy  were  living  with  Daniel  Inman  at  that  time, 

David  Inman;  Evidence  that  David  Inman  was  a  son  of  Daniel  is  not  as 
strong  as  that  available  for  the  people  mentioned  above,  David  is  listed 
as  head  of  a  household  in  Ontario  in  the  1830  Census  but  not  in  the  1820 
Census.  His  age  (20-30  in  1830)  could  conceivably  agree  with  that  of  a 
member  of  Daniel  Inman’s  household  in  1820,  however  the  correspondence  is 
not  clear-cut. 

No  David  Inman  is  listed  in  the  1840  Census  of  Wayne  Co..  The  last 
Ontario  record  of  him  concerns  his  sale  of  land  in  Ontario  to  Lorenzo 
Church,  recorded  in  February,  X833.,v  Recording  usually  took  place  within 
a  year  following  the  transaction*  Hence  it  appears  that  David  left  Ontario 
about  the  same  time  that  Daniel,  Joseph,  Willard,  Loren,  and  Alcy  did, 

A  David  Inman  is  listed  in  the  1840  Census  of  Kane  Co.,  Ill..  The  ages 
given  for  the  members  of  his  household  do  not  agree  with  those  given  in  the 
1830  Census  of  Ontario,  however  the  possibility  of  an  error  in  recording 
cannot  be  overlooked,  especially  since  the  ages  of  the  older  male  and  female 
in  this  household  correspond  to  the  ages  of  Daniel  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  who 
do  not  appear  to  have  heen  living  with  any  of  the  other  known  children  of 
Daniel  in  1840.  The  1840  Census  of  Kane  Co.  was  not  broken  down  by  towns, 
so  it  has  been  impossible  to  ascertain  where  this  David  lived  in  1840, 
although  the  order  of  enumeration  suggests  that  he  may  have  been  living 
in  the  vicinity  of  Joseph  Inman.  David  does  not  appear  in  the  1850  Census 
of  Sugar  Grove  or  of  Kaneville,  Kane  Co..

Nelson  was  born  in  1822  or  1823?  One  of  his  descendants  states  thau  ao 
was  born  in  England  and  that  ho  resided  in  New  York  State  before  moving  vest. 
Another  descendant  believes  that  it  was  an  earlier  generation  which  migrated 
to  America,  a  view  substantiated  by  census  records  which  give  Nelson's  birth¬ 
place  as  New  York  State,  Nelson  moved  to  Illinois  and  later  to  Iov/a.

was  in  Sugar  Grove,  Kane  Co,,  Ill.  at  about  the  time  Daniel 
Inman  and  his  known  children  moved  there J 

4.  One  of  Nelson's  sons  was  born  in  Kane  Co,,  Ill,, 

5.  Nelson  and  Daniel  Inman's  sons  Loren  and  Joseph  were  apparently 

living  on  adjacent  farms  in  Marble  Rock  in  I860, since  their 
dwellings  were  enumerated  in  succession  in  the  census  cf  that 
year.

Sometime  in  the  period  1836-40  Daniel  and  his  son,  Joseph,  moveu 
to  Kane  Co.,  Ill..  They  probably  settled  at  cnee  in  Sugar  Grove  Tp.  ^ 
since  Kane  Co.  land  records  show  Daniel  purchased  lanu  (all  ox  S.H.  4 
of  Sec.  11,  Tp.  38  from  U.S.A.)  in  that  township  31  May  134*.  Otner 
sons  of  Daniel;  Willard,  Loren,  and  probably  David,  left  Ontario  and 

moved  to  Kane  Co.  in  this  same  period.  , 

No  record  of  Daniel's  wife  has  been  found  other  than  «Xat  ne* 
Christian  name  was  Sarah.  She  appears  to  have  been  born  about  17b0 
and  was  still  living  in  1830.  The  surnames  "Snow"  and  ’White"  are  said 
to  be  linked  with  our  early  Inman  Family.  Possibly  Sarah  bore  one  of 
these  as  her  maiden  name.

Married  at  Strafford,  Vt.,  16  July  1835,  LUCY  CARPENTER,  b.  in  Ccnn., 
1812,  probably  the  dau.  of  Harvey  Carpenter  of  Woodstock,  Conn,  and 
Strafford,  Vt..  At  the  time  of  his  marriage  Loren’s  residence  was 
Ontario,  N.Y. .  According  to  family  tradition,  Loren  left  college  to 
go  west.  He  arrived  at  Sugar  Grove,  Kane  Co.,  Ill.,  where  he  settled, 
in  the  spring  of  1836 .

A  mechanic  before  his  enlistment,  Daniel  enlisted  at  Waterloo, 

Iowa  10  Oct.  1864  in  Co.  I  (commanded  by  his  brother,  Chester  W.  Inman), 
Ninth  Iowa  Infantry.  He  served  in  all  engagements  with  Sherman  to  the 
Sea  and  was  wounded  in  the  side  at  Bentonville,  N.C.,  21  March  1865. 

H©  was  discharged  at  Louisville,  Ky . ,  18  July  1865.  _ 

Daniel  and  his  brother,  Chester,  were  among  the  very  first  settlers 
of  O’Brien  Co.,  Iowa,  settling  there  in  Grant  Tp.  in  1866.  Dardel  later 
resided  at  Sanborn,  Iowa.  A  farmer  and  hotel  and  livery  stable  keeper, 
he  was  also  the  first  blacksmith  in  O'Brien  Co..  He  was  county  super¬ 
visor  in  1867  and  county  surveyor  in  1868.  . 

Daniel  first  went  to  Oregon  to  look  over  the  state  in  1891.  Re 
returned  to  Ore.  with  his  family  in  1893,  at  which. time  he  purchased 
land  in  Marion  Co.  near  Liberty.  Daniel  later  acquired  property  in 
adjoining  Linn  Co.,  however  he  spent  a  large  portion  of. his  life  in 
Ore.  residing  in  Salem.

Promoted  to  first  lieuten¬ 
ant  14  June  1852.  Chester  participated  in  a  number  of  battles,  includ¬ 
ing  Vicksburg  and  Lookout  Mountain,  being  wounded  severely  in. the 
thigh  during  the  former  battle,  22  May  1863.  H©  was  mustered  in  as 
captain  6  Oct.  1863  and  was  later  promoted  to  major.  In  the  battle  of 
Bent onville  he  commanded  the  advance  picket  line  cf  his  own  and  another 
regiment  under  one  of  the  most  terrific  fires  of  musketry  of  the  war. 
He°performed  this  duty  with  such  bravery  as  to  command  the  praise  of 
General  Logan  in  his  official  reports.  After  the  war,  Chester  was 
always  called  "Major  Inman". 

Chester  with  his  brother  Daniel  was  among  the  very  first  sevtlers 
of  O'Brien  Co,,  Iowa,  coming  there  in  1866  and  settling  in  Grant^Tp, 
in  1868,  In  the  spring  of  1869  Chester  built  the  hotel  in  Old  O'Brien 
which  later  became  the  Crego  Hotel.  He  was  the  first  postmaster  .at  Oxd 
O'Brien  and  was  super! it enderrt  of  schools  in  1869,  county  recorder 
1868-9,  county  treasurer  1868-9,  and  county  supervisor  1871-2.  At  one 
time  Chester  was  living  in  the  Primghar*  area. 

Chester's  house  on  his  farm  (known  later  as  the  Cedar  Cliff  Farm) 
of  580  acres  in  Sec.  26  in  Grant  Tp.  was  started  in  1869  and  enlarged 
considerably  several  years  later.  Known  at  "The  Old  Major  Inman  House", 
it  was  built  on  one  of  the  few  picturesque  sites  in  O'Brien  Co..  It  was 
situated  on  a  bluff  near  Waterman  Creek  and  was  considered  in  those 
times  to  be  a  mansion.  The  lower  story  was  of  stone  while  the  remainder 
of  the  three-story  building  was  frame.  In  the  construction  of  the  orig- 

*  "Primghar"  was  coined  from  the  first  letter  of  the  surnames  of  a  group  of 
people  interested  in  developing  the  town.  The  "I"  was  for  Inman  (Chester 
William')  .  According  to  family  tradition,  the  men  responsible  for  moving  tne 
county  seat  to  that  town  were  the  ones  whose  surnames  were  used.  At  any  rate, 
it  is  well  established  that  the  surnames  were:  Pumphrey,  Roberts,  Inman,  Uc 
Cormack,  Green,  Hayes,  Albright,  and  Rerick.

of  large-scale  entertainment  and  gatherings  in  mind, 
burned  in  March  1897 , 

Chester  has  been  described  as  a  good  man  of  considerable  bredth, 
having  a  kind  heart  and  a  sympathetic  nature*  It  is  said  that  the  needy 
and  unfortunate  never  left  his  door  empty-handed  when  he  was  able  to 
relieve  them.  Embroiled  in  politics  and  suffering  from  farming  setbacks, 
he  lost  heavily,  apparently  including  his  farm.  That  Chester  was  at  one 
time  a  leader  of  his  community  is  further  demonstrated  by  the  following 
amusing  event,  recorded  in  History  of  O'Brien  County,  Iowa,  by  D.A.W. 
Perkins  (1897)  : 

"In  1871  Mrs.  Fenton,  living  in  Grant  Township  ...  saw 
something  which  sho  believed  to  be  a  band  of  Indians 
but  which  finally  turned  out  to  be  a  drove  of  cattle 
...  the  alarm  she  stented  became  general  ...  there 
was  a  general  exodus  to  the  town  of  Old  O’Brien  ... 

Major  Inman  was  made  commander-in-chief,  but  owing  to 
the  nervous  condition  of  these  raw  recruits,  it  was 
difficult  to  get  them  in  a  line  of  action." 

Chester  was  killed  by  a  neighbor  in  an  altercation  over  a  boundary 
line,  2  April  1894,  in  Iowa.  He  is  buried  at  Hartley,  Iowa,  His  wife, 
Kate,  died  in  Gardner,  Col.,  29  Dec.  1928.

APPENDIX  C 

THE  "INMAN  REDHEADS"  AND  THE  "INMAN  NOSE" 


Descendants  of  Loren  Inman  (4)  frequently  refer  to  the  "Inman  reftdheads", 
implying  that  this  is  a  general  and  long- established  trait  of  our  Inman 
Family.  It  is  true  the  only  three  of  Loren  Inman’s  children  whose  hair  color 
is  known  -  Alonzo  (12),  Ephriam  (13),  and  Dora  Ellen  (15)  -  were  all  redheads, 
and  although  the  frequency  of  redheads  gradually  declined  in  later  genera¬ 
tions,  of  Loren's  twelve  grandchildren,  nine  of  the  ten  whose  hair  color  is 
known  were  also  redheads.  Nevertheless,  red  hair  appears  to  nave  been  com¬ 
pletely  lacking  among  the  children  of  Willard  Inman  (2),  Loren  Inman’s  brother. 
Furthermore,  Bernice  C.  Inman  (13  vi)  feels  certain  her  mother  told  her  that 
Loren  Inman  had  black  hair.  Thus  it  seems  likely  that  the  red  hair  was  inher¬ 
ited  not  from  Daniel  Inman,  but  rather  from  Loren’s  wife,  Lucy  (Carpenter) 
liman. 

The  "Inman  nose",  which  is  characterized  by  prominent  lateral  bulges  of 
the  nasal  bones,  is  also  a  connron  trait  among  descendants  of  Loren  Inman. 
Examination  of  a  tintype  of  Loren  and  Lucy  (Carpenter)  Inman  reveals,  however, 
that  this  feature  was  also  derived  from  Lucy.

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PREFACE 


This  supplement  embodies  the  advances  made  in  expanding  the  genealogy 
of  the  Inman  family  over  the  two  and  one-half  years  since  the  original 
pamphlet  was  prepared.  Foremost  among  these  advances  has  been  the  determin¬ 
ation  of  Daniel  Inman's  ancestry,  enabling  this  family  to  be  traced  back 
to  the  first  Inman  to  reach  America,  namely  Edward,  born  about  1620,  Another 
significant  step  has  been  the  proof  that  Daniel  was  the  father  of  Kelson 
Proctor  Inman  -  a  relationship  merely  suggested  in  the  original  pamphlet. 
Additional  biographical  data  on  the  earlier  generations  of  Daniel's  descend¬ 
ants,  new  vital  statistics,  and  correction  of  errors  in  the  original  gene¬ 
alogy  are  also  to  be  found  in  this  supplement,  In  which  65  descendants  of 
Daniel  Inman  together  with  60  persons  associated  with  Daniel's  descendants 
by  marriage  are  listed  for  the  first  time.  The  total  number  of  known  descend¬ 
ants  of  Daniel  Inman  now  stands  at  346.

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THE  ANCESTRY  OF  DANIEL  INMAN 


The  hypothesis  put  forward  in  the  original  genealogy  that  Daniel 
Inman  was  the  son  of  Joseph  Imran  of  Pomfret,  Conn,  is  now  an  established 
fact,  A  petition  for  letters  of  administration  has  been  discovered1  in 
which  Daniel  states,  "...  that  he  is  the  son  of  Joseph  Inman  late  of  the 
town  of  Ontario 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  given  in  the  original  genealogy  (pp.  3,4) 
for  identifying  Joseph  of  Ontario,  N.Y.  with  Joseph  of  Pomfret,  Conn,, 
there  should  be  cited  the  newspaper  report  ‘  of  the  marriage  in  1805  of 
Lydia  Inman  of  Pomfret  to  James  Leavens  at  Pomfret,  The  fact  that  Lydia 
was  in  Pomfret  at  ihe  time  of  her  marriage  almost  certainly  makes  her 
the  daughter  of  Joseph  of  Pomfret,  since  Joseph’s  was  the  only  Inman 
household  in  that  area  enumerated  in  the  1800  and  1810  Censes,  and,  as 
stated  in  the  original  genealogy,  the  appearance  of  three  young  females 
in  this  household  in  the  1810  schedule  could  be  accounted  for  by  Lydia’s 
first  three  children  if  she  resided  there  after  her  marriage.  It  will  be 
recalled  that  James  Leavens,  Lydia’s  husband,  purchased  land  in  Ontario 
jointly  with  Joseph  Inman  in  1816,  and  that  no  record  of  Joseph  of  Pomfret 
could  be  found  later  than  1814,  The  appearance  of  an  account  of  Joseph's 
death  in  the  Providence  Gazette  3  also  indicates  that  Joseph  must  have 
originally  lived  in  an  area  near  Rhode  Island, 

Ascertaining  the  origin  and  parentage,  of  Joseph  Inman  has  been  a 
relatively  easy  task,  Fomfret  land  records-1*  show  Joseph  first  purchased 
land  in  that  town  in  1797,  at  which  time  he  Was  living  in  nearby  Woodstock, 
Some  of  the  land  of  a  Joseph  Inman  of  Dudley,  Mass,  ■'was  on  the  Woodstock 
line,  and  the  last  mention  of  this  Joseph  in  the  town  records  of  Dudley 
is  for  the  year  1792,  Consequently,  Joseph  of  Pomfret  and  Joseph  Gf  Dudley 
must  have  been  the  same  person.  All  known  facts  agree  with  this  identifi¬ 
cation,  The  distance  between  the  center  of  the  town  of  Pomfret  and  the 
section  of  Dudley  where  Joseph’s  land  was  situated  is,  after  all,  only 
about  12  miles  in  a  straight  line.  Furthermore,  the  intervening  ares,  is 
in  the  town  of  Woodstock  where  Joseph  lived  prior  to  moving  to  Pomfret 
The  1790  Census  for  Dudley  lists  Joseph’s  household  as  consisting  of  one 
male  over  16,  two  males  under  16,  and  three  females,  while  tho  1600  Census 
of  Pomfret  gives  for  Joseph's  household  one  male  45  up,  two  males  16-26, 
one  female  45  up,  and  one  female  16-26,  Joseph  of  Dudley  married  Lucy 
Sprague  in  1775,  and  Lydia,  daughter  of  Joseph  of  Pomfret,  was  born  about 
1778,  Note  also  that  Lydia  named  her  third  daughter  Lucy, 

Joseph  of  Dudley  was  the  son  of  Edward  Inman  of  Dudley,  as  specifi¬ 
cally  stated  in  the  latter’s  will,5 probated  in  1778,  According  to  the 
terms  of  this  will,  Joseph  and  his  brother  Nathan  received  all  Edward's 
land  in  the  town  of  Dudley, 

The  complete  lack  of  town  and  church  records  of  tho  birth  of  Joseph’s 
children,  despite  the  fact  that  this  family  almost  certainly  lived  in 
Dudley  continuously  from  1775  to  1792,  may  be  explained  by  the  location 
of  tne  xnman  property  in  the  southeast  corner  of  Dudley  along  tho  Quine- 
baug  River,  To  get  from  there  to  the  center  of  Dudley  where  the  town 
clerk’s  office  and  the  only  church  ( Congregational)  were  located,  it 
would  have  been  necessary  to  go  over  a  very  large  hill,  then  several  miles 
along  a  ridge,  into  a  valley,  and  up  another  high  hill,  'This  could  have 
been  reason  enough  for  not  going  to  church  (if,  indeed,  Congregationalism 
was  palatable  to  these  Inmans)  or  for  not  visiting  the  town  clerk  except 
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to  pay  taxes 


Edward  Inman  of  Dudley  is  shown  by  the  following  facts  to  be  iden¬ 
tical  v/ith  the  Edward  of  Glocester,  R.I,  who  was  the  great-grandson  of 
the  first  Inman  in  America,  Edward  of  Providence* 

(1)  Eduard  of  Gloccstor  bought  land  in  Dudley  in  1770  from  Jeremion 
Phillips ,b who  was  the  son-in-law  of  Edward  of  Dudley* 

(2)  The  will5  of  Edward  of  Dudley  included  a  disposition  of  land  in 
Glocester  (80  acres  near  Coblers  Hill  to  his  son,  Edward) * 


(3)  On  15  Feb.  1790  Benjamin  Buffum  of  Smithfield  sold  to  Edward 
Inman  of  Somers,  Conn,  and  Nathan  Imran  of  Dudley,  Mass,  his 
interest  in  a  4-acro  tract  in  Glocester  on  Tar  Kill  Run  on  the 
west  side  of  the  7  mile  line.-  Edward  and  Nathan  were  children 
of  Edward  of  Dudley.  Edward  Inman  (i.e.  Edward3)  of  Glocester 
vrilled*  to  his  son  Edward  "a  tract  adjacent  to  the  raver  called 
ye  branch,  where  tarkill  river  meets  ye  branch,  also  all  my 
land  on  the  branch  plus  grist  mill  and  sawmill  and  dwelling 
house" .  Dorcus,  wife  of  Edward  of  Glocester,  signed  (by  nark) 

a  release  of  her  dower  rights  to  a  piece  of  land  on  ihs  7  mile 
line  plus  mills  which  was  sold  by  Edward  to  Elisha  Inman 
Sept.  '1770.9  The  wife  of  Edward  of  Dudley  was  named  Dorcas.-3 
These  records  show  that  the  same  or  related  parcels  of  land 
were  passed  on  from  Edward,  grandson  of  the  first  Edward  in 
America,  to  Edward  of  Dudley  and  to  his  children. 

(4)  The  extensive  data  of  Eugene  Preston10  on  the  Inman  name  specif¬ 
ically  identifies  Edward  of  Dudley  as  the  father  of  Joseph  and 
as  the  sane  Edward  who  earlier  lived  in  Glocester  and  who  was 
the  great-grandson  of  the  first  Edward  in  America.  Preston's 
study  accounts  for  every  male  Inman  from  Glocester  and  Fr evi¬ 
dence  of  whom  there  is  any  notice  among  early  records,  except 
for  an  Ezekiel.  All  these  Inmans  are  descendants  of  the  first 
Edward  of  Providence,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  Preston's 
compilation,  as  well  as  Austin's,11  lists  only  one  Edward  in 
the  fourth  generation.  This  is  the  above-mentioned  Edward  of 
Glocester.  The  only  Edward  which  these  sources  give  in  the 
third  generation  is  the  father  of  this  Edward.  Hence  the  line 
back  to  the  first  Edward  is  unambiguous. 


On  the  basis  of  the  foregoing  considerations,  we  may  now  reconstruct 
with  certainty  tho  line  from  the  first  Inman  in  America  to  Daniel  Inman 
of  Ontario,  N.Y..  This  line  is  as  follows  s'2 

I.  EDWARD  INMAN,  whose  place  of  origin  and  ancestry  is  unknown,  was 

probably  born  about  1620,  He  was  at  providence  at  an  early  date.  In 
1645  Edward  was  one  of  the  "25  acre  men"  signing  for  his  free  grant, 
and  on- 27  Oct.  1651  he  became  a  townsman,  Edward  also  lived  in  War¬ 
wick  for  a  short  time,  being  recorded  as  an  inhabitant  of  that  town 
in  1648.  He  was  a  glover  and  a  planter. 

Edward  early  had  a  six-acre  home  lot  at  Providence  with  "dwelling 
house,  barr.e  yard,  etc."  which  he  sold  2  Sept.  1667  to  Stephen  Panne 
of  Rehob oth,  merchant.  On  14  May  1666  he  and  John  Mowry  bought  from 
William  "Minnicn"  Of  Punskepage,  Mass.  2000  acres  of  land  lying  from 
Loquesit  northward,  bounding  partly  on  the  Pawtucket  River,  On  13

May  1669,  calling  himself  late  of  Providence,  he  received  a  deed  of 
500  acres  cf  land  on  Pawtucket  River  from  the  Indian  William  "lianan- 
nion,f  for  L«  20,  this  deed  being  confirmed  by  King  Philip  and  cchers, 

Tho  purchase  of  1666,  more  than  three  square  miles,  was  Wesquadomeset , 
the  present  Sayles  Hill  (in  the  town  of  North  Smithf ield)  and  surround¬ 
ing  territory.  It  was  hero  that  Edward  had  his  silver  mine*  This  was 
the  second  precious  metal  mine  to  be  recorded  in  the-  Colony  since  the 
one  at  the  Island.  The  agreement  under  which  Edward  and  seven  other 
men  were  to  work  this  mine  was  signed  in  1675, 

Ed’.vard  was  among  the  12  signers  of  the  Providence  Oath  of  Allegiance 
of  1651/2.  As  such  he  showed  himself  to  be  one  of  the  young  leaders 
who  wero  not  only  running  the  economic  and  political  affairs  of  the 
town,  but  who  were  also  holding  together  the  remnants  of  the  Colony 
of  Providence  Plantations  while  Roger  williams  was  in  England  trying 
to  persuade  Parliament  to  restore  the  charter. 

In  1651  and  1658  Edward  was  elected  Commissioner  to  attend  the  General 
Court  of  Commissioners  at  Portsmouth.  In  1659  and  1660  he  was  elected 
to  the  Town  Council*  Edward  was  again  elected  Commissioner  in  1662,  to 
serve  in  the  Court  held  in  Warwick*  He  was  a  Deputy  to  the  General 
Assembly  at  Newport  in  1666  and  1667,  and  was  again  chosen  Deputy  in 
1672,  1676,  and  1673.

Nelson  Proctor  Imran  was  born  in  N.Y.,  1822-3*  He  married  LAURA 
JANE  DENNY ,  b*  in  N.Y.,  7-8  Nov.,  ca.  1826,  dau.  of  John  Denny. 
(This  John  Denny  was  possibly  the  John  "Denning"  "who  appears  in 
the  1830  Census  of  Ontario,  N.Y.,  and  who  had  a  female  under  5 
and  a  female  5-10  in  his  household  at  that  time.  A  J.J.  Denny  from 
Wayne  Co.,  N.Y.  came  to  Sugar  Grove,  Kane  Co.,  Ill.  in  1838,  about 
the  time  the  members  of  Daniel  Inman’s  family  moved  there.  In  3850 
J.J.  Denny  and  Joseph  Inman  (1  iv)  were  elected  supervisors  of 
roads  in  Sugar  Grove.) 

Nelson  was  in  De  Kalb  Co.,  Ill.  in  1855  and  in  Kane  Co.,  Ill.  in 
1856.  He  is  said  to  have  moved  to  Iowa  about  1858.  Nelson  was 
present  at  the  first  school  meeting  in  Scott  Tp.,  Floyd  Co.^,  Iowa, 
which  was  held  no  later  than  April  1864,  and  he  appears  on  the 
earliest  extant  assessor’s  list- (1866)  for  that  township.  Both  the 
1860  and  the  1870  Census  schedules  give  Nelson's  residence  as 
Union  Tp.,  which  is  adjacent  to  Scott  Tp.,  In  1860  Nelson  and  his 
brothers  Loren  and  Joseph  were  apparently  living  on  adjacent  farms 
since  their  dwellings  were  enumerated  in  succession  in  the  census 
schedule  for  that  year.  Nelson  was  a  farmer.  He  died  about  1872, 
probably  at  Sheffield,  Iowa. 

In  1879  Nelson’s  wife,  Laura,  purchased  40  acres  adjoining  40  acres 
she  already  owned  in  West  Fork  Tp«,  about  a  mile  SE  of  Sheffield, 
Iowa .  Laura  sold  one  of  these  40-acre  parcels  in  1883  to  a  D.A. 
Inman,  presumably  her  son,  Daniel  Alonzo.  She  later  homesteaded 
in  the  Dakotas,  where  Laura,  her  daughter  Nancy,  and  a  grandson 
built  cabins  close  together  at  the  juncture  of  three  quarter 
sections.  They  lost  essentially  all  their  possessions  in  a  prarie 
fire  about  1910.  Laura  died  in  a  house  fire  at  Warroad,  Minn.,  7 
May  1916. 

The  descendants  of  Nelson  and  Laura  Inman,  as  far  as  they  have 
been  traced,  are  given  in  the  appendix.

p.  13  CHESTER  WILLIAM  INMAN:  That  Chester  was  mentioned  in  the  official 
(6)  reports  of  General  Logan  for  his  good  conduct  while  commanding  the 

picket  line  at  Bentonville  is  stated  in  the  O’Brien  County  histories 
of  both  D.A.W.  Perkins  and  of  Peck  and  Mcntzheimer,  Mo  such  referen¬ 
ce  has  been  found  in  the  records  of  the  War  Department.  However  in 
the  March  26,  1865  report  of  Col.  George  A.  Stone,  commanding  the 
Third  Brigade,  First  Division,  15th  A_rmy  Corps,  it  is  stated,  "The 
other  officers  on  the  skirmish  line  -  Captain  Inman,  Ninth  Iowa;  ... 
are  all  reported  to  me  to  have  behaved  v/ell  and  set  a  good  example 
to  their  men.  The  loss  on  the  skirmish  line  was  quite  severe.,"  It 
is  probable  that  this  is  the  report  (found  in  full  in  Th£_War_Cf_Tne 
Rebellion,  series  I,  vol.  XLVII,  part  I,  pp„  266-269,  Washington, 
b7c«,  1895)  alluded  to  by  the  secondary  sources.
